Mrs. Cellyers, and (o returning back, he brought me 


- another Paper, containing in it more than that which 


I bad given to Mrs Cellyer betore. Upon the Delive- 
ry, ſaid Mr. Dalton, Mrs. Cellyers deſires to have this 
Paper alſo tranſcribed by Mr. Zeal, and I will call the 
next Morning for it, When Mr. Dalton was gon, I 
ſhewed it to Zeal, telling him, that there was more 
in that Paper than was in the former ; and ask'd him, 
whether he could Swear to it?

Mc. Zeal. at: firſt wasvery loath''to part with it ; 
however, -{ choughrt 1cmor\ convenient at that time to 
diſobliege her ; and therefore over. perſwaded Mr. 
Zeal to give it the laid Dalton, off Up. 
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Upon the delivery of the Paper, Mr. Zeal told the 
ſaid Da/ton, that if he parted with the {aid Paper, he 
ſhou!d not know what to (wear to ; for that he had 
no Copy of the ſame. and therefore he deſired ro have 
a Copy in another hand fene by Mrs. Helbey, To 
which Mr. Dalton made Anſwer. that it was torn, be» 
cauſe it wos fouhd to be impertinent. In the mean 
time | found'by Zeal, That he miſtruſted a!l this co be 
acontrivance of mine :* upon which I promiſed him 
he ſhould be fully ſatisfied ro the contrary, if be cquld 
propoſe any way to effe& the ſame, whereby ſuch a 
ſatisfaGion might be brought ro pals. 

Thereupon we conſulted both together , and at 
length agreed, That when, Mrs. Celyer came again, 
Mr. Zeal ſhould get into a lictle Colehole adjoining 
ro the Chamber where we lay, and from whence he 
might hear all the Diſcourſe which ſhould paſy be- 
tween her and my ſelf. 

In a very ſhort time afcer, Mrs Celyers came again, 
and then in the firſt place gave me many thanks for 
my Care and Diligence in the Buſineſs; urging 
what great Diſtreſs the Roman-Catholicks were in, 
laying,that his Majeſty was reſolved to have no com- 
paſion of them, and furcher adding, that it was better

To which I anſwered, that ſhe 
came ynexpected,and therefore could not find any op- 
portunity to get him where we agreed, affuring him 
withal, chat ſhe was ſuddenly ro come again.

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Soon after Mrs. Celyers did come again according to 
her Promiſe.and I gave Zzal the Sign by laying myFin- 
ger ro my Noſe;and the opportunity by holding her in 
the Yard in Diſcourſe, until 1 Judged he was gor into 
the Cole-hole.

Zeal, pray let medelire you to ask him what Ship his 
Father is Parſer of, and likewiſe know of him what 
number of Ships there may be where the Ship co which 
his Father belongs doth lye. 

Lewis. Madam, [ will give you the beſt ſatisfation 
I] can. 

With that I went out of the Room, pretending to 
go to Zeal, who was then really in the Cole-hole, ard 
having ſtaid ſome time without, 1 brought her word 
the Ship was called the Princeſs, as I tormetly had 
written to Mrs. Holbey; .and ro!d her moreover, thac 
the Ship lay at Chatham ; where there Rode-almoſt 
half the Navy Upon that ſhe again repeated to.me 
the miſerable Condition in which the Roman Catho- 
licks were, and how that it was not poflible to Jive 
more miſerable under any Prince in Chriſtendome 
thay they were like'to do under this King.

To which I replied, Madam , why will you impart 
ſuch a ſecret asthis ro me? eſpecially before you have 
the Anſwers tothoſe diſpatches ? | 

You ate very curious, {aid ſhe, but for your ſatisfa- 
Qion, there are Anſwers come already for ought you 
know. 

I replied, canthere be no better way, than to (et 
the Fleet on Fire? To which ſhe anſwered, there was 
not. For ſaid ſhe, we have tried all other ways, we 
can think of. Then falling into other Diſcourſe, ' ſhe 
diſcovered what great hopes the Roman-Catholicks 
had, when Sir Robert Payton was committed to the 
Tower, That he would have impeacht the Rotten Mem- 
bers of Parliament, meaning thole that. were dilaftc&- 
ed ro the Roman-Catholicks, and parciculariſiag the

phlet. Thereupon not hearing from her , as I 
was wont to do, I intreated Mr. Dalten to 70 ſee 
her , which he accordingly did 3 andas hetold Mr. 
Zeal and my fe!f, ſhe defired him to encourage Mr. 
Zeal, and I was notto flinch, for ſhe hoped that all 
chings would go' well, notwithſtanding the hard 
meaſures ſhe had; for that ſhe doubted not, bur 
they who put her upon Publiſhing the ſaid Bock, 
would ſtand by her. 

In ſome ſhort time after, Daton went toſee Mr-; 
Holbey, who as he laid, delivered him a Letter, which 
ſhe had received from Cellyers, after her Impriſon- 
ment in N-wgate, direed to Captain Hill a Prifoner 
in the Flcer, Hulbey, deſiring him to go with the 
laid Letter to Hil, which he promiſed to do ; bur 
before he went Sith ir, ke brovghe ir ro me, telling 
me wichal how he came by it., thereupon 1 opened 
it, and found the Contents thereof to be to this ef- 
te, to che beſt of my Remembrance.

Aiter Lhad Readiir, 1 fealed it up,and Mr Dalton 

G went 
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went wirh- it. he being gone, I made Zeal acquaint- 
ed with the faid Letter, whereupon he writ ro Hill, 
being formerly acquainted with him, to let him know 
how he was ſuſpeCted by the Roman Catholicks, and 
rherefore defired him to fatisfie them better concern-* 
ing of'ir. Which I believe the ſaid Hil/did do; 
for.loon after, came two Women from Hill, and 
from the Sun Eclipft, though not ſo much Clonded, 
but that they hoped he would Shine again, (under 
which - Denomination Mrs. Celiers often ſent to us) 
and brought with them a Letter from Hill, ro deſire 
Zeal to (end him by chem in writing, the particulars of 
what he had to ſwear, which Zeab promiſed to do, and 
had done ir, but thar he was by me diſſwaded from ir.
